A Norweyian seaman uho waa in ODESSA on April 2, 1964, had. 
difficulty

woman, MuLLIc [:LOCK, who offered her assistance. She was with her 
husband and duuvhter and told him that they wore American citizens 
who had lived, azung other places, in Bronx, ew York, but had been 
living in Odessa for the paat four years.

The following describes the occasion in greater detail:
